2# For the accompli ehmsant of hie mission of sabotage# HEBSL intended to 
contact# as he could# the people who are outlined in the following paragraphs# 
people who had been left behind by the Germans upon their evacuation of France# 
and who have the confidence of tho German Intelligence Service# 



5# Firct oontaot was to be taken with one Richard MARTIN leader of 
th© group w Jeanne” (go© reference reoort). MARTIN was formerly the mayor 
of th© Commune of M&rgoncy near Paris where his mother still lives as the 
owner of a meroerie* Ho was often seen at th© Hotel Lutotla in Paris# the 
headquarters of the Abwahr there# Richard MARTIN is said to be an exceeding- 
ly intelligent and ely individual# It was pointed out to NFBEL that he 
might even have already infiltrated into th© present* French Government#

individuals to their homes at the end of a class day:

8# On 20 Ootober* when MB EL arrived in Gerordmer on his way to 'aeooaplteh 
Ms mission in France* ho met Unteroffisier Aloys TOIIR of the Ffontaufklaenmgs- 
trupp "Seoloew®" (cover name for lowest Abwehr echelon)# TOBIB* a Swiss from 
Bale Switzerland* who had served with the F&msergrenadiors and who had worked 
for the Abwehr in Dijon (Ast/Dijon) and in Paris (£sl/ Paris) referred REBEL 
to a friend of his in Paris* a certain BBERHAHDf 

partner in th® firm "Judiciair® Franco- 
Suisse"* rue du T September moor the 
Place de l 1 opera* Paris# 



•EBERHARDT had been given 500*000 francs belonging to TOKIB and would have 
been able to place this amount at REBEL 9 s disposition# This EBERHARDT is 
supposed to be very reliable from the German point of view# According to 
TOBIB# he. had as mob od his eonecieno© aa TOBIB himself# The German^ Govena- 
asmt is supposed to reimburse TOBIN *f or any su&a which may be drora f rom th©:. 
amount which he had left with EBERHARDT if the sums wore, to be . used in ooa- 
section with Gkaraan Intel li gen©® operations#
